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BARUCH REPORT <JiaA, HoiU

T he UnitetJ ^State^i Government has tlie 
i^reatest opptjrtunity in its bistnvy to 
place democracy on an eflicient and 
sound workini^ basis. Durin^^ the war the 
Government has proved that democracy 
tan produce and produce, ami uut’pnHJuce 
any other form of economic oii^unizatiuii, 
thoiij^^h America has never shtiwn yet that 
it Es stronjr in the administrative field, 
capable of carryinfr on the democratic 
process from day to day. and at the same 
time bnnjjinjy^ the daily process in line 
with a IcUj^er plan and long-time ^oals, 
Uurini? the last two months the so- 
called Baruch-Hancock report has been 
handed to the director of war mobilisju* 
tion. The authors are Bernard M. Baruch, 
banker, and John M. Hancock* banker. 
Already bills are beini? introduced in Con- 
gress to implement this repfirt. It is im- 
portant, therefore, that every labor man 
shall understand bow fai- this report ad- 
vances efficient democracy and how far it 
falls short. 

AMKRICA MAKES PLANS 

For at least five years America has 
been making plans. Mme Ihan PiO public 
and quasi- public organizations have 
studied problems and advanced solutions 
in terms of the future. Certain definite 
standards and goals and methotls have 
emerged from all this thinking and dis- 
cussiorn Labor has its own postw'ar plan- 
ning committee ami has taken an active 
part in many of the organizations that 
are doing planning. 

The American Federation of Labor 
more than eight years ago suggested 
economic planning as one solution of 
economic difficulties. The following prin- 
ciples have emerged from this thinking. 

1. The only goal that can give unity to 
-American life and solve the economic 
problems is the goal of full employment. 

V. Administration uitisL play an impor- 
tant part in the operation of any plan. 

3. In the main, central planning must 
tie itself to democracy by decentra Uzed 
administration and operation. 

4. All principal elements of the com- 
munity and the state mu.sl take part in 
the administration of a plan: labor, man-

agement, farmers, and other groups must 
be E-e presen led. 

5. A national plan must be operated on 
a tripartite basis: labor, management and 
farmeE-s acting as the fulcrum. 

tv. Labor, management and farmers 
must have representatives on commis- 
sions which are seeking to implement the 
national plan. 

When the Baruch-Hancock rejii^rt was 
released, it was herahleri as a natitma! 
plan. This is a misnomer. The Baruch- 
M uncock report has some goo<l things in 
it, though it is an opportunist <levice to 
meet w'hat. the authors consider to he the 
main pi-oblems coming at the time of fle- 
mobilizution am! after the war. 

I.AHOirS ( KITICTSM 

Labor idace.s its principal strictures 
upon this report: 

1. The goal of full employment is not 
set up as the [iririciiml goal, nor is this 
goal kejit constant before the niithors. 
ITowevei’i the authors say, **'rhe question 
everyone asks, be he a civilian or in uni* 
form, is: ‘How am I going to make a 
living for myself and for those dear to me 
when the war is over in a manner of my 
own choo.sing ? * '* 

The report poses the right question. 
But having poseil it, it goes away and 
leaves it. 

2. in the suggesteti legislation and the 
setting up of the machinery to operate 
iiie Baruch-Hanctick propusiils. labor is 
not given representation. 

Immediately upon the issue of this re- 
port Brigadier General Frank T. Hines 
was named reemployment and retraining 
<lirector under the Baruch plan. William 
L. Clayton wa.s mimed as liirecum of sur- 
plus property disposal. To elate neither 
of these gentlemen has given labor repre- 
.sentation in their cabinets. 

Quite idghtly the Baruch-Hancock re- 
port strikes a note of fiptimlsinr ‘TL is our 


conviction that we will emerge from the 
war with the greatest opiiortunities any 
people ever had. A postwar dej>ression 
is not inevitable. Une-haif of the world 
will need l ebuilding. Enormous demands, 
put aside tlurlrig the war, ami udderl to 
prewar demarals, await satisfaction. Much 
depends on the sett lenient of the peace. 
If it be one under which men and women 
can look forward with hope — nut fear — 
there will not be enough hands to do what 
needs to be done.’^ 

The Banieh-Haneock report feels sure 
that because America has been so success- 
ltd ih war production, it can be successful 
in peace administration. 

OS FRKS8UKK GROl 1*8 

Quite frankly the report takes flings at 
what it calks pressure groups, .At no point 
in the report do the aulhor.H say who the 
pressure groups are or what they do. It 
is not I'ecortled that when labor prote.sts 
it has no rcpresenlalion in the adminis- 
tration of the plan, that labor es acting as 
a pre.ssure group. The weakness of the 
report i.s that instead of holtliiig fast to 
the goal of full employment, the report 
sets np as the main goal a rapid giving 
back of all the machinery and property 
built up under the war administration, to 
private business. Speed is certainly desir- 
able but .^pced without standards, goals 
and safeguards is wasteful. Enemies of 
Mr. Baruch point out that he constantly 
takes flings at pressure groups and is 
careful to build the banking system into 
tbc demobilization plans. He aiiparcntly 
dne.s not considei' the banking association 
a pressure group. 

The report pays high tribute to the 
Joint Contract Termination Board. Repre- 
sented on this board are the War, Navy, 
and Treasury Depai tmentfi, the Maritime 
Commission, the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation subsidiaries, and the Foreign 
Econcnnic A dm ini. st ration. Certainly labor 
has no rep resen tatiEm in any of these 
bodies, and it can be said wdth some as- 
surance that some of these bodies are 
actively hostile to labor unionism, it also 
should be pointed out that the war 
agency which made war contracts is com- 
posed fffi per cent of civilian generals — 
men taken from industry and put in uni 
form who will go back at once to their 
corporation when the war is over. In 
short, war contracts have been made by 
eui po rations with corporation representa- 
tive.s. which in turn will play a large part 
in terminating these contracts. 

In his pleasantly okl-fasbioned way Mr, 
1.1a i nch thinks that the public, labor, man- 
agement anti farmers will have full pro- 
tection in the termination of contracts if 
these matters are met in what he calls a 
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goldfish bowl: "The business of all of the 
disposal agencies should be conducted in 
a goldfish bowl, with the facts on all sales 
open to public inspection at the point of 
sale and each agency submitting reports, 
sumniari 2 ing these sales regularly to 
Congress through the surplus adminis- 
ti-ator.” 

GOLDFISH BOWL THEORY 

This is good, of course, as far as it goes, 
but anyone cognizant of the complex and 
intricate problems of public administra- 
tion knows that the goldfish bowl concept 
is a mere theory. Unless representatives 
of labor, management and faimiers sit on 
such bodies and follow thiougn toe proc- 
esses from A to Z, no real check upon 
their integrity can be made. 

Much of the success of any plan for 
passing from war to peace depends upon a 
disposal of surplus property of materials. 
Here the report appears to be sound in its 
approach : 

“Some w'ould dump Government sur- 
pluses at any price, simply to get rid of 
them, no matter how disruptive the ef- 
fects, At the opposite extreme, some 
would sell nothing, proposing either to 
freeze the goods In w^arehouses, destroy 
them, or sink them into the sea. 

“We urge upon the surplus adminis- 
trator a middle course of wise and care- 
fully-timed disposal. These surpluses rep- 
resent a great wealth of usable resources 
to ourselves and to others. 

“American industry will want to pur- 
chase much of this modeim, efficient equip- 
ment to replace obsolete equipment, so as 
to improve our national industrial ef- 
ficiency upon which our high wage and 
living standards rest. Before selling this 
equipment abroad, these possibilities 
should be fully explored, 

“In general, outright sales are prefer- 
able* The disposal agencies, though, 
should exchange properties and lease as 
well as sell; also sell on credit, not solely 


for cash. This will assure smaller enter- 
prises opportunities that would otherwise 
be denied them. 

A RED FLAG WAVED 

“This red flag of warning is raised. 
Leasing must not become a hidden device 
for the Govemment to compete with 
private plants; it must not become a hid- 
den device for subsidies — by any name — 
to anyone. Once plants leave the Govern- 
ments hands they must stand on their 
own feet competitively. 

“As long as fair selling prices or fair 
rentals are paid — with sales preferable to 
rentals — local ownership should be en- 
couraged. But it wdll not serve the na- 
tional interest to sell or rent any one 
plant at such lo^v prices as to destroy the 
invested values and displace w'orkers in 
whole established industries. Were such 
transactions permitted as a matter of 
policy, a community might gain a new 
plant in one deal, only to lose an estab- 
lished industry through a similar deal 
favoring some other part of the country, 

“In all surplus disposal, the national in- 
teiest must govern. Local or particular 
trade interests, while receiving full hear- 
ing and full consideration, must be sub- 
ordinated.“ 

Moreover, the report firmly opposes the 
establishment of monopolies, but we think 
it is naive about this statement because 
it is setting up a machinery that is going 
to inevitably favor monopolies for big 
business that can afford to buy from the 
government. The report turns itself hard 
against boondoggling. 

SLM>rARY OF RECU^IMENDATIONS 

A. Human side of demobilization 

L That the Government forces dealing 
with the human prob ems of demobiliza- 
tion be unified on two fronts' — the Execu- 
tive and Congress. 

2. On the Exeeutive side, creation in 


the Office of War Mobilization of the new 
post of “work directoF^ to “see that the 
human side of demobilization is not for- 
gotten.” 

3. This “work director” to he a man “of 
such outstanding caliber as to command 
the immediate confidence of the country.” 

4. This “work director” to work with 
Congress in the development of a com- 
bined program of legislation and opera- 
tions “to carry out the objectives that all 
of us share.” 

5. Among the fields to be covered by 
this “work director” — personnel demobi- 
lization of the armed forces, developing 
adequate machinery for job placement of 
veterans and demobilized war w’orkers; 
adequate care for returning veterans; 
physical and occupational therapy for 
wounded and disabled; resumption of edu- 
cation interrupted by war; vocational 
training; the special employment prob- 
lems of the great war industries, and 
others, 

6. That there be in each community, 
only one place to which returning service- 
men and servicewomen need to go to learn 
all their rights and ho’w to get them. 

B. Settlement of terminated war contracts 

1. To assure quick cash pending settle- 
ment, a complete “financial kit” is assem- 
bled including: 

a. Immediate payment — the full 100 per 
cent— tor all completed articles. 

b. On the uncompleted portion of the con- 
tract, immediate payment^ — the full 190 
per cent — of the Government’s estimate 
of “factual” items, T.vhere proof ordi- 
nary is simple, such a,s direct labor or 
materials, and of other items on which 
the Government is able to satisfy itself, 
up to 90 per cent of the contractor’s 
total estimated costs. 

c. Immediate payment — the full 100 per 
cent- — of settlements with subcontrac- 
tors as soon as approved. 

iL Payment by the Government of interest 
on termwation claims, until settled. 

e. As insurance against delays in validat- 
ing claims, a netVj simplified system of 
T ( ferminaihn) loans hy local banks, 
with Government guarantees, to be 
available to all war contractors, primes 
and subs. 

f. For those unable to obtain such loans 
from their local banks in 30 days, the 
Government to make the loans directly, 

g. Until the new T loans are authorized by 
Congress, e:rtensiov of V and loans 
to all eligible borrowers. 

h. Finally, for hardship cases, unable to 
use any of the tools outlined above, 
expedi fed set 1 1 ements, 

2. Quick, fair and final settlement 
through negotiation by contractors and 
procurement agencies. 

3. As a more effective safeguard of the 
public interest than the kind of review 
suggested by the Comptroller General: 

a. Review powers of Comptroller General 
limited to fraud wuth every administra- 
tive aid for detecting fraud. 

b. That all sizable settlements be made by 
teams of negotiators. 

c. The.se teams to file written reports and 
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keep full records of the bases of settle* 
me lit- 

d. Contractors to keep records for three 
years, 

e- That the Comptroller General and the 
Attorney General be added to the Joint 
Contract Termination Board, 
f. Further administrative safeguards 
now under study- 

4. Establishment on an operating basis 
of a Joint Contract Termination Board 
v/ithin the Otrice of War Mobilization, 
to unify procedures and policies of all 
agencies: 

a. The board chairman to be a civilian, 
independent of any of the procurement 
agencies, answerable to the director of 
war mobilization. 

b. This chairman to require progress re- 
ports from all agencies and to report 
regularly to Congress, 

c. Also maintain a running survey of the 
extent to which V and VT loans and the 
new T loans are taken out, 

d. To keep a constant eye on all aspects of 
contract settlement recommending any 
changes that become necessary, 

e. The War Production Board be added to 
the Joint Contract Board. 

5. Spread acceptance by war contrac- 
tors of the uniform termination article 
for fixed-price contracts, 

6. Speed the handling of subcontractor 
claims: 

a. The procurement agencies to be au- 
thorized by legislation to protect sub- 
contractors in event of insolvency or 
default of their customers. 

b. A stamlard termination article for sub- 
contractors to be completetl soon to 
supplement the uniform termination 
article for prime contractors, 

c. A minimum figui*e to be set by the 
director of war mobilization below 
which ^‘nuisance-sized** claims can be 
immediately validated with suitable 
safeguards- 

d. Vigorous experiment with the so-called 
“company-sized"* type of settlement, 
seeking a \vorkable plan, 

7. Schools to be set up around the 
counti-y for training Government negoti- 
ators and contractor i-epreseniutives in 
the same classrooms. 

S, Prompt clearance of Government 
property from private plants not later 
than t)0 days after the filing of inventory 
lists, the maniifacturers having the right 
to remove and store the property earlier 
at their own risks. 

9, This entire termination program to 
be put into elTect by the agencies at once 
to the extent administratively possible. 

i(K Prompt enactment of legislation to 
make this p nig ram fully effective, includ- 
ing appropriate authority to ])ermit com- 
pany-wide settlements, to the extent 
found practicable. 

C, Surplus property 

1. The director of war mobilization to 
mime a fiurpluH property ad nf in infra tor in 
the Office of War Mobilization with full 
authority for handling every aspect of 
surplus disposal. 


2. A SnrpittH l*roperfy PoUcp /Jnord, the 
administrator as chairman wdth full and 
final authority; and with these agencie.s 
represented: War, Navy, Treasury, Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. .Mari- 
time Commission, War Protluction Board, 
Bureau of the Budget, the F’ciod Admin- 
istrator, the .A-ttorney Gene rah Federal 
Works Agency, State Department and 
Foreign Economic Administration- 
li. Four major outlets to handle actual 
disposal, each in a dearly defined field, 
with no overlappings; 

Consumer jputtin to the Treunury Pro- 
eu rem <■ tt t Hir tsio n . 

b. Capital and jirtHlncer poodH, all types 
of industrial property, to a Htupfe cor^ 
pom t km icJfVtm the Reconst met km Fi- 
mntce Corpomtimh con sol iiia ting pres- 
ent RFC subsitiiaries. 
c* Ships and maritime property to the 
Ma ri t im e Com m issio k, 
d. Food to the Food Adminisirfttnr. 

4. All of these agencies, ns well as any 
other agencies called upon to handle spe- 
cial disposal problems, to follow policies 
laid down by the administrator In consul- 
tation with the policy Ixiard. 

5, The surplus administrator to report 
to Congress as soon as possible on legis- 
lation needed, basing his recommenda- 
tions on actual experience with the 
problem. 

fi. Our own suggestions as to the broad 
policies that the surplus administrator 
may wish to follow are summed up in ten 
basic principles: 

Sell as much as he can as early as he 
can without unduly disrupting normal 
trade. 

Listen to pressure groups but act in the 
national interest. 

No sales, no rentals to specuhitoi‘s: none 
to promoters. 

Get fair marktd prices for the values wuth 
pj'oceeds of all .sales going to mluce the 
national ilebt. 

Sell as in a guldfish bowd, wdth records 
always open to public inspection. 

As far as practicahle, use the same reg- 
ular channels of trade that private 
business “would in disposing of the 
p a rt i cu hi r p i'o]^ e r ti es. 

No Government operation of surplus wmr 
plants in competition with private 
industry, 

No monopoly* etjual access to surpluses 
for all businesses; preference to local 
ownership, Init no subsidizing of one 
part of the country against nnother. 


Scrap what must be scrapped but no 
deliberate destruction of useful prop- 
erly. 

Before selling surplus eciuipnient abroad, 
assure America's own productive efii- 
ciency on w'hich our high wages and 
high living standards rest. 

7. The surplus administrator to be a 
man of proven executive capacity, busi- 
ness sagacity, unejuestioned integrity, and 
great courage to fight off the selfish in- 
terests who will he seeking to exploit

It is 
moderi}, high in tone and so successful 
that in the weeks following its first 
opening in July, 1943, more than a half- 
inillion seiT^^ice men were entertained* 
Nightly 6,000 service men entered its 
doors ami on Saturday attendance i-vas 
between 10,000 and 11,000. It has on its 
list 3,500 hostesses — mostly the wives, 
daughters, sisters of trade unionists. 

When its ouUloor facilities were closed 
by the weather, it was transferred to the 
Town Hall, ivhere a new^ plaza was set 
up iruloora by the energy of bniUling 
trades workers. The beautiful lighting ef- 
fects were installed free of charge by elec- 
trical w'orkers.

With Uie dosing of the outdoor plaza 
nil October 2, 1943, which proved to be one. 
of the outstanding |>rojects of its kind in 
the country, attested by the fact that from 
July 5, 1043, the opening date, to October

merchant seamen of the United Nations 
were entertained there, the organized la- 
bor movement in Philadelphia, that is 
the A. F* of L* ami CIO, <lecided to carry 
on and they found a suitable site in the 
basiMueiit of Town Hall, 150 N* Brcmd 
Street, in the heart of the city, just tw-o 
blocks away from the site of the summer 
project. After two weeks* this basement

Building Trades Council members who so 
freely and devotedly gave of their time 
and skill, the CIO paying for the con- 
s timet ion thereof. 

The work was all ilonc after working 
hours and on Saturday afternoons and 
Sundays with the business agents and 
other ofheia la pitching in full time* Special 
lighting elfects were installed by a crew 
of some do clectridans who just seemed 
to literally swoop down on the place and 
transform it into a thing of beauty.

The project is practically all in the 
hands of the labor movement with the

unique feature is that the boys may also 
bring their own dates.

Turn off any attempts at speaking 
seiwice men’s slang. He’s been hearing 
it all day long, and it’s all right in the 
barracks or out iii the fitdd . . .but now 
your .soldier friend is “home” to enjoy a 
bit of relaxation. Just talk to him in your 
own natural w'ay. 

Don’t be grilling the service man on how 
he Hkes the Army * , , how ts the Army 
food , , . how does he like the clothes * , * 
how hard is the work? These can be 
touchy topics — and they don't add a bit 
to the recreation and “escape” of the 
evening’s fun. 

Never ask questions that might call for 
divulging military information. He's 
locked tight on that subject. He can’t 
answer you— and you will only embarrass 
him.

M odern genii wait to (io woi'k lor the 
family in every home. Those genii 
out of the lamp spring from 
electricity. 

Considerabie ferment is observed in 
every direction in the matter of supply- 
ing adequate and attractive houses for 
miiiions of American citizens who do not 
now have them. It is pointed out that in- 
dividual citizens have piled up some re- 
serve which they never had before as a re- 
sult of continuous employment during the 
wnr an(! that many of these are planning 
to invest in a home as soon as homes are 
made available. One great industrial es- 
tablishment recently sent questionnaires 
to f) 0,0 00 workers. Tw'enty-six per cent 
of these replied that the first thing they 
were going to buy after the war was a 
home. It is apparent to everyone that 
there will be great competition between 
industries to secure a portion of the con- 
sumer's dollar and it is expected that 
housing will make Its bid against automo- 
bileSp radios^ vacations and other insistent 
commodities. 

l*KEDiCTIOX8 FOR IHU SING 

There w^as recently held in Chicago 
under the auspices of the Committee for 
Housing, a nation-wide housing confer- 
ence, It drew together GOO delegates from 
every section of the nation. The program 
was composed principally of people in the 
know — those who were actually floing 
the building, or manufacturing equipment 
for houses. The conference was character- 
ized by complete fmnkn ess and by a spirit 
of prophecy. All speakers took the posi- 
tion that housing was to be one of the 
great operations of the nation in the post- 
war periotl. Predicti<ins naturally varied. 
The ciinsensus of opinion, however, was 
that perhaps 30 billion dollars would be 
spent in the next 10 years for housing 
in the United States. Predictions also took 
extravagant but definite form as to the 
kind of houses that would be put on the 
market. All agreed that there would be 
belter and cheaper houses with startling 
changes of material. The prefabricate*! 
house appears to be a possibility but not 
immediately. One great nianufaciurer 
stated frankly that he had a prefabri- 
cated five -room house ready for the 
market for $2,500, including the land. 
However, manufacturers are so reticent 
in this particular field that little can be 
learned as to the character of these 
house.s. 

Electrical tvorkers are naturally inter- 
ested in what this great market has In 
store for them as workers as well as 
consumers. If three billion dollars a year 
is spent for the next 10 years for houses, 
it would keep a great many electrical 
workers employed continuously during 
that period. 

WHAT EUICTRICAL EQIHPMENT7 

The question also arises as to what 
kind of electrical equipment these houses 
will sustain. One trouble with low-cost 
housing in the past has been the niggardly 
way in which outlets were included. One 
outlet a room was usually thought of as 
possibly enough for the average family. 
No more than 8(1 were included in even

the better of the smaller houses. Elec- 
trical workers believe that this conception 
of the force of electricity in people- s lives 
should change radically in the coming 
years. In the first place, electricity is go- 
ing to be cheap to the consumer. In the 
second place, there are going to be great 
surpluses of electricity as soon as war 
production ceases. The present load is the 
greatest that has ever been produced and 
it can be I'emanded to small houses as well 
as to industries. 

THE SMALL HOME 

Electrical workers, many of them, are 
thinking in terms of erecting a small 
house with basic equipment so that as the 
house gets paid for and the family gets 
more stabilized as to finance.^* additional 
electrical equipment can be addetl. For 
example a $5,000 house might have $300 
worth of electrical wiring and equipment 
to start with but coubl well end up with 
two to three thousand dollars of such 
equipment wdthin a period of 10 years.

T om MOORE, former president of the 
Trades and Labour Congress of Can- 
ada, and noted labor leader, sat for 
a number of months on the Advisory 
Committee on Reconstruction which has 
just made its report in Canada. P. R. 
Bengough succeeded him. The commit- 
tee was created by an order in council 
and operates directly under the cabinet. 
Other members of the committee are:

This report is a postwar planning re- 
port distinguished by sound sense, lu- 
cidity and high patriotism. It has at- 
tracted wide attention in the United 
States. The Advisory Committee on Re- 
construction believes that a minister of 
reconstruction planning should be named 
in Canada and that a committee on re- 
construction composed of full-time pub- 
lic servants should be named. 

A citizen of the United States reading 
this report is impressed with parallels 
between economic conditions in his own 
country and those of Canada. In both 
countries there is a large accumulation 
of capital funds. In both countries there 
IS the threat of inflation in the postwar 
period. In both countries there are large 
capital invostments by the governments 
in war plants. In both countries there is

the problem of getting n^en back to 
work smoothly and tjuickly. 

THE OBJECTIVE 

The Canadian planning committee 
states an objective: 

■^Security of employment is basic 
to any effective reconstruction pol- 
icy, and every business enterprise 
must accept the clear responsibility 
for planning its operations in a man- 
ner that will provide continuous em- 
ployment at steady wages for an ap- 
pionriate number of workers.” * * * 

^ ‘ E V e ry business en ter pr i se must 
therefore be encouraged to develop 
a long-range program of capital ex- 
penditure, and if it does not do so H 
will be failing to undertake one im- 
portant segment of its responsibility 
for con struct! on. Such a program, 
moreover, must include more than 
the planning of immediate postwar 
reconversion of its plant for the pro- 
duction of civilian goods and envis- 
age the careful planning of all capi- 
tal expenditure during a longer pe- 
riod of years. The program should 
also be as flexible as possible, so that 


projects can be carried into execu- 
tion promptly in periods when the 
aggregate capitJil formation shows 
a tendency to decline, since perfect 
flexibility of well-planned business 
programs would tend to reduce con- 
siderably the size of the collateral 
public investment program.” 

The planning committee finds that 
“Canada, like other countrie.s, is in proc- 
ess of working out a new equilibrium be- 
tween private interest and public w*el- 
farc and, allhough it would be rash to 
attempt to define at this moment of time 
the precise boundary between the two 
forces during the years of transition, it 
is apparent that some effort must be 
made” to do so. 

RISE IN EKODUCTIVE POWER 

Canada, like the United States, has 
also greatly increased its industrial ca- 
pacity and its productive power. It warns 
its neighboring countries that Canada will 
he in a position to produce more goods 
and import less after the war. 

In this brilliant report, Section V is 
devoted to the re.sponBibiIity of organized 
labor. The report says that it is highly 
desirable that all the extra workers %vho 
have been sucked into industry should 
be allovved to either go on in employment 
or retire as they wish. It has this acute 
observation on the question of full 
employment: 

“The advocacy of policies designed 
to maintain full employment implies 
no more than a detennined effort to 
eliminate that mass unemployment 
which has, in the past, been a dis- 
tressing corollary of the cyclical fluc- 
tuations in business activity, and the 
existence of a small amount of tem- 
porary unemployment is perfectly 
consonant with the attainment of 
such an ideal.” 

The report strongly advocates that 
each union should carefully study the 
existing provisions of its constitution 
regarding recruitment and qualification 
in order to ensure that its practices do 
not constitute an unnecessary barrier to 
the employment of individuals who are 
fully competent to undei'take the ivork 
but have acquired their skills by methods 
not covered by union regulations. This, 
of course, refers to the taking of men 
trained in the trades in the Army and 
Navy. 

W ISE cm NSEL 

The committee counsels the unions to 
realize that in the last analysis the union 
must adopt the goals that the nation also 
adopts and seek to forw^ard the good of 
the national economy. This report says: 

"It has been the tradition of trade 
unions to strive for the attainment 
of higher wage rates at all times, 
and this tradition was warranted in 
its inception by the fact that unions 
were deliberately created for the 
just purpose of strengthening the

A new book is boing^ read with in- 
terest by ecomjmists, students^ engi- 
neers, government workers, labor 
leaders, the general public. This book has 
just been published by Harper and 
Brothers, Its author is David E. Lilien- 
Ihal, chairman of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, and is entitled ‘‘TV A- Democ- 
racy on the March.” 

The book is not a dry collection of 
facts and figures. It might be entitled 
“The Human Side of Planning” or it 
might be entitled “How to Put Technol- 
ogy to the Use of All the People.” It is a 
moving book, colorful, infonnative, and 
personal but ■without egoism. 

Electrical workers will especially be 
interested in this book because 2,000 of 
the union’s members are at work on the 
TVA and as construction dwindles and 
the work of the authority becomes more 
stable and more permanent, the electrical 
workers will have a permanent fixed 
function in this great hydro-electric de- 
velopment. Moi'eover, all trades will find 
a similar interest in this book because all 
trades are locked into the Tennessee 
Valley Trades and Laboi' Council, the 
collective bargaining ageiicy on the TVA. 

BASED ON CONVICTION 

How profound a conviction backs the 
writing' of this book is indicated by Mr. 
LilienLhal himself: 

“I believe men may learn to wmrk 
in harmony %vith the forces of nature, 
neither despoiling what Cod has 
given nor helpless to put them to

use. T believe iu the great potentiali- 
ties for well-being of the machine 
and technology ami science; and 
though they do hold a real threat of 
enslavement ami frustration for the 
human spirit, I believe those tl angers 
can be averted, I believe that through 
the practice of democracy the world 
of technology holds out the greatest 
opportunity in all history for the 
development of the individual, ac- 
cording to his own talents, aspira- 
tions, and willingness to carry the 
responsibilities of a free man. We 
have a choice: to use science either 
for evil m; for good. I believe men 
can make themselves free. These con- 
victions have been fortified as I have 
seen them take on substance and be- 
come part of the life of this valley 
and of its people; and it is of this 
that 1 write in this book.” 

rECH NOLOG Y IS FOR ALL 

This theme of technology runs through 
the whole book. Mr. Lilienthal appears to 
think that the ferment in the woi'ld to- 
day, in gcnei^al, turns around the very 
idea of putting technology at the use of 
all the people, and the brilliant theme 
of this colorful book merely shows how 
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it was done in the Tennessee Valley, 
which involves the diverse peoples of 
seven states. 

“Today it is builders and techni- 
cians that %ve turn to: men armed 
not with the ax, rifle, and bowie 
knife, but with the Diesel engine, 
the bulldozer, the giant electric 
.shovel, the retort — and mo.st of all, 
with an emerging kind of skill, a 
modern knack of organization and 
execution. When these men have 
imagination and faith, they can 
move mountains; out of their skills 
they can create new jobs, relieve 
human drudgery, give new' life and 
fruitfulness to w^'orn-out lands, put 
yokes upon the sti^eams, and trans- 
mute the minerals of the earth and 
the plants of the field into machines 
of wizardry to spin out tlie stuff of 
a way of life new' to this world. 

“Such are the things that have 
happened in the Tennessee Valley in 
the past 10 years. Here men and 
science and organizing skills applied 
to the resources of waters, land, for- 
ests, and minerals have yielded great 
benefits for the people. And it is just 
such fruits of technology and re- 
sources that people all over the 
w^orld will, more and more, de- 
mand for themselves. That people 
believe these things can be theirs — - 
this it is that constitutes the real 
revolution of our time, the dominant 
political fact of the generation that 
lies ahead. No longer do men look 
upon poverty as inevitable, nor think 
that drudgery, disease, filth, famine, 
floods, and physical exhaustion are 
visitations of the devil or punishment 
by a deity.” 

A fundamental idea which also flows 
through this important work is the idea

Dissatisfactionj however, failed to sub- 
side, Pinally, President Roosevelt ap- 
pointed the present cmiiniittee to investi- 
gate the subject, William Davis, head of 
the War Labor Boai d, was named to rep- 
resent the iniblic and act as chairman. At 
this writing (end of March, 1944) the 
presidential committee has not yet re- 
ported, ami the prospects for an eaidy 
pronouncement are not bright. 

On January 25, 1944, the two members 
representing labor on the committee. 
George Meany, secretary-treasurer of the 
American Federation of Labor, and R. J* 
Thomas, vice president of the Congress 
of Industrial Organizations, submitted to 
the rest of the committee a report based 
upon a survey of their owm, along with a 
recoHimendation that it be adopted by the 
others. 

A few days later, observing that their 
study appeared to be doomed to burial in 
the committee, they blasted it free by re- 
leasing it to the press. 

It -was at this point that the storm broke 
loose. Chairman Davis and the two mem- 
bers representing industry, H. B. Horton, 
treasurer of the Chicago Bridge and Iron 
Company, and George K. Batt, vice presi- 
dent of Dugan Brothers of Newark, all 
caustically criticized Messrs. Meany and 
Thomas for jumping the gun by publish- 
ing the labor findings before the full com- 
mittee had acted. 


IMPARTIAL COMMITTEE OF 
EXPERTS? 


T he gist of the battle over cost-of- 
living indices, Little Steel formula, 
War Labor Board policies comes down 
to this: measurement of fiuctuations in 
prices by Bureau of Labor Statistics, can 
not be regarded as an adequate cost of 
living index, in fact, no cost of living 
index at alL 

For some time now* a battle royal has 
been raging between organized labor and 
the United States Department of Labor 
over rising living costs under the pressure 
of wartime. 

Labor charges that the cost-of-living 
index published monthly by the Govern- 
menCs Bureau of Labor Statistics is too 
sluggish, that it does not reflect in true 
measure the change.s w^hich have been 
experienced by the average housewife in 
making family purchases since 1941. 

STARTLING REPORT 

Toward the close of January of this 
year the two labor members of a five-man 
committee, appointed early in the winter 
by President Roosevelt to study the cost 
of living, startled the nation by releasing 
a 100-page report showing that they 
found costs to have risen an average of 
43*5 per cent since January, 1941, instead 
of the 23*4 per cent claimed by the De- 
partment of Labor ^s index.

But labor contends 
that measurement of fluctua- 
tions in prices is no index of 
cost of living. Conflict con- 
tinues 

A month latei* the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics came out with a ! 50-page, over- 
vigorous retort, branding the explosive 
release successively as “absolutely 
wrong," “unrepresentative," “exagger- 
ated,” “replete with errors" and “falla- 
cious." 

By way of background, it should be re- 
membered that under the stabilization 
program it w*as the announced intention 
to hold the line on both wages and retail 
prices. 

Wages were virtually frozen in October, 
1942. Thereafter wage increases were 


limited, for the most part, to the principle 
established by the War Labor Board in its 
Little Steel decision. Under this policy 
the board granted increases up to a max- 
imum of 15 per cent above the rates In 
effect on January 1, 1941 — the degree by 
which the cost of living had risen between 
then and the spring of 1942, 

First attempts at controlling prices had 
been made in April, 1942, when the Offlee 
of Price Administration set ceilings for 
numerous essential items, 

A y^ear later (May, 1943) in response to 
continued criticism of the official cost of 
living index, the Secretary of Labor in- 
vited the American Statistical Association 
to make an impaiiial review and ap- 
praisal of the index. The six statisticians 
designated for the task served at t?25 per 
diem each. In October they issued a state- 
ment that the federal index was trust- 
worthy and satisfactory “within the limits 
established for it."

ACT IS IfNNIX'KSSARY 

Lair n's position is that a National 
Service Act is not needed* 'I’he Special 
Committee Investi^atint;’ the National 
Defense rru^rrain, of which Senator Tru- 
Eiian is chairman, has supported labor in 
this conttmtion. No proposal that has 
boon made has brought as much bitter 
opposition as this present otferinj^. When 
the War Deijartmeni lirst made its pro- 
posal fiir a National Service Act, its os- 
tensible pui‘|inse was to jirovont strikes. 
When labor pointe<l out \vith accuiate 
ami convincing’ 11 ^u res that strikes had 
in no wise intci'fcrcd with the i^reat war 
production joh, tlie War Department 
shifted ground and stated that the Na- 
tional Service Act was for the pur]iose 
of h ami ling' manpower. When labor met 
this issue and pointed out tliat the U. S. 
War Manpower Commission was set up 
for that very purpose and that the Na- 
tional Selective Service Act existed also 
lor Lha! end, the War Department again 
shifted groumi. Now ihi'oug'b an unotTicial 
Army spokesman the War Department 
takes the position that the National Serv- 
ice Act is needed to get young combat 
soldiers. 

T1U1K MOTIV'D? 

Labor no\v contends that this shifting 
series of argumentB by the War Depart- 
ment is only an indication that the true 
motive for proposing such an act, at a 
time when the maii]>owcr crisis has 
passed, has not been reveakvl. 

Here is a letter fioui a longtime mem- 
ber of Poi'Lliuid, Oregon, a great produc- 
tion center for shipping. This membei- 
writes : 

*'It ,seems to 1)0 the consensus of opinimi 
t)f those 1 have talked with that they 
would be willing to work for the Govern- 
ment if conscripted, but they think the 
industries and money should be con- 
scripted also together with the materials 
needed. 

-My job is to route Ihe manpower into 
the ditferent wai- industries in and around 
Lor tl and, and I see the chaotic contlitions 
that are developing, I also know that 
many more women are needed both in 
industry and in the armed forces, but it 
seems they will not voluntarily enlist in

Another letter fro in San F’rancisco, 
Cali fo ini a* from a member says: 

this war g^oes on it becomes very 
obvious that thme Is a dehnite move to 
]>Iace organized labor in a position where 
it cannot continue to cany on its light 
for the working man. At the same time 
big bu.siriess conlimies la swell its pockets 
with profits while oni' sons ami hi'others 
are fi]>iinng their blood in ilefense of our 
country. 

''The Smith-Connally Hill is now a law. 
Kansas and Idaho havt^ already adopted 
state laws regulating unions. Thirteen 
other states have such Icgislution pend- 
ing. The Austin-VVadsworth Hill for 
labor conscription is in the Senate Mili- 
tary A if airs Ckimmittee at the iii'esent 
time* This bill will be brought up before 
the Semite in the next few weeks, and it 
is very possible that the *stooge.s for big 
business will see that it is passed. 

“What does this mean to us in organ- 
ized labor? The attempt to freeze or- 
ganized labor is ci'r taping aertms this 
country like a uew Ice Age* Urganized 
labor must adopt a protective offensive; 
if we do not we will cerlainly find that 
our union has become null and void with 
nothing to take its place* What kincl of 
action should we take? To strike back in 


the ccmventiimal manner only impedes our 
war effort and aids the enemy 

Some of our member,*^ are circulating 
a resolution which demands the conscrip* 
tion of men, machines, materiel and 
money if manpower is also conscripted. 
This resolution points out 

“Whereas, for some Amerieiitis to gain 
wealth and economic advantage in war 
prices, war profits, and war wages, 
through the spilling of the hlood of other 
Americans, is not in keeping with our 
traditions of liberty and justice for all; 

''And whereas, there are powerful ene- 
mies of labor who are using thi‘ national 
eniergency ns a guise, under cover of 
which they would sti'ike at the very heart 
of organized labor;*' 

THERE IS UNEMPLOYMENT 

All of these letter*H also show a great 
im patience wdth the rising tide of um in- 
p toymen t that is beginning to show itself 
on the West Coast. Our members ilo not 
understand why there should be proposed 
a National Service Act when imem ploy- 
men t *^eems to he the order of the day. 
One letter states: 

“While working on lionneville Power 
substations in Washington and Oi‘egon, 1 
talked wdth a good many eWcLriciuna 
both on the project and from other war 
industiies. 1 have obsurvcul that the 
average worker fails to uncle rsland why 
there should be surpluses, plants closing 
and unemployment during a worldwiile 
war in which our participation ha*s not 
reached its peak.'* 

All of these letters indicate the pro- 
found feeling which has been aroused 
by the proposal that a National Sei'vice 
Act he enacted. 

One of the A. F. of I/.**s eon ten tin ns 
against this proposal is that it will create 
chaos and lessen morale* Alreatiy thtm- 
condithms are beginning to show them- 
selves* 

Congressman Homei* TT Angell of Ore- 
gon has written articles for the ljuhor 
Precis in that state, strongly protesting 
the closing down of aluminum plants in 
that state while preparations are being 
made to import tons and tons of aluminum 
from Canada.

R acing for shelter after an irnsufoess- 
ful raid on an allied convoy olT North 
Cape^ Norway, the powerful German 
battleship Scharnhorst was about to 
elude the pursuing British task force and 
vanish into the Arctic night* Suddenly 
a chance shot from a British destroyer 
caught the Seharnhorst in the blazing 
white light of a parachute flare. hiatanLly 
the German ship w^as hit hard by the guns 
of the pursuing ships and in a fev min- 
utes she went to the bottom carrying 
more than 1*000 of her crew with her* 
Burning magnesium created the bri Ilian t 
illuniination which lighted the stage for 
this drama of the sea. 

Of all the ne%v strategic materials* 
magnesium has probably had more influ- 
ence on the development of global strat- 
egy in this war than any other product 
of the scientific and metallurgical labora- 
tories. . . , Every pound of magnesium, 
that can be as a substitute for alu- 
minum, by reason of the lighter weighi: of 
magnesium, will add one-half pound to the 
cargo-currying capacity of the airplane, 
or permit the carrying of an additional 
one-half pound of gasoline and therefore 
extend the range of the airplane for 
every trip that it will make during iU 
entire lifetime. 

The bombing of Britain revealed to 
the United Nations the extent to which 
Gcrmiiny had utilized the weight advan- 
tage of magnesium and the pyrotechnic 
properties which made it desirable for 
incendiaries. 

SLOW DEVELOPMENT 

Prior to the first World \\'ar, there vvas 
very lirtlc production of iiiagriesiuni be- 
cau.'^e it was a difficult metal to produce, 
and serious problems existed with re- 
spect to its fabrication. The scarcity of 
ct^pper, aluminum and other eritieiil mate 
rials in Germany during the last war 
alforded an artificial stimulus to the pro- 
duction of magnesium and its use as a 
structural metal. After the war, Germany 
continued to make progre.ss with respect 
to productian and fabrication of the 
metal. The L G, Farben Company con- 
trolled all the German patents covering 
the production and fabrication of mag- 
nesium. 

t’oncuiTenUy, the Do^v Chemical Com- 
pany %vas developing American methods 
of producing the important metal. The 
Aluminum Company of America 
(ALCOA) was also developing produc- 
tion facilities and working tm fabrica- 
tion problems, through its subsidiary, 
the American Magnesium Company. 

lly U12V, ALCOA had discovered that 
the Dnw^ process for producing mag- 
nesium from brine, using the electrolytic 
cell, was much more economical than 


Magnesium, latest 
product in light metal field, 
advances global warfare. But 
metal has economic aspects 

any moLliod developed by its subsidiary. 
Henceforth, ALCOA purchased mag- 
nesium from the Dow Chemical and 
devoted all its efforts tow'ard discovering 
new methods of fabrication which w'ere 
patented as rapidly as they were 
developed. 

The Gerinun chemical eartel eplers the 
picture in By that time 1, G. Farben 
knew the strategic importance of mag- 
nesium and w'as desirous of controlling 
world production and consumption. 
ALCOA also could see the handwriting 
on the wall, and realized that more 
general use of magnesium would be a 
serious threat to aluminum. 

AGREEMENT MADE 

Su I. G* Farben Company of Germany 
and ALCOA entered into an agreement 
by the terms of which the Magnesium 
Development Corporation was formed, 
to which both ALCOA and 1. G. Farben 
assigned their production and fabrica- 
tion patents. Although the Magnesiiim 
Development Corporation was an Aineri- 
ean corporation, its stock was held in 
ecjUal shares by ALCO.A, and Farben. 
and an agreement was signed limiting 
American production of magnesium to a 
very low figure. Dow Chemical was not 
a party to this contract ami its mag- 
nesium production was not limited by the 
agreement. However, through a system 


of cross-licensing, all fabrication i>a tents 
were controlled by the euileL Now there 
was no market for magnesium unless it 
could be fabricated into useful art idee of 
commerce* So the Dow Chemical Com- 
pany could not produce more than the 
cartel was wdlling to license for fabrica- 
tion* Thus, American production "was 
hamstrung. And most of the metal pro- 
duced here was sold to Germany and 
Japan before the war because the Amer- 
ican market remained undeveloped. 

In 1934 and 1935 Dow Chemical de- 
li veied to I. G. Farben, or its nominee.s, 
3,840,fl33 pounds of magnesium while 
producing only 4,035,231 pounds, at a 
price approximately SO per cent below that 
which Dow Chemical realized from mag- 
nesium that was being sold to customers 
in the United States* In 1938, D<iw Chem- 
ical sold 1*525*027 pounds to Mitsui and 
Company of Japan. This was equal to ap- 
proximately 25 per cent of all of the mag- 
nesium produced by the American com- 
pany in that year* The price to Japan was 
22*1 cents per pound as contrasted to 
25*44 per pound to American customers. 

THEN THE WAR 

Then came World Wnr JJ. Un January 
30, 1941, the Department of Justice ob- 
tained criminal indictments in the United 
States District Court for the Southern 
District of New York under the anti- 
timst laws against ALCOA, I* G* Farben. 
American Magnesium Corporation, Dow 
Chemical, Magnesium Development Coi* 
poration. General Aniline and Film Cor- 
poration, and a number of individuals. 
On April 15* 1942, a plea of nolo con- 
tendere (I do not wish to fight) was filed 
in the criminal proceedings by all the 
companies except Farben and a civil 
action was instituted against the de- 
fendants in which a consent decree was 
obtained* 

Under this decree all cross-iicensing 
agreements \vere canceled* ami all of the 
companies w ere required to grant a right 
to use, without royalty, any fabricatton 
patent owned prior to the date of the

est court in the land is an affirmation of 
the principles and methods of regulation 
followeil by the commission since the 
congressional mandate of (Refer- 

ence is to the Public Utility Act of 19 S5*) 

r\ l\ C AIDS PI ULIC 

The Hope Natural Gas Company in- 
volved in the present case claimed the 
“fair value” of its property to be $66 mil- 
lions* The F* P. C* placed “prudent invest- 
ment” at $3:i7 millions and charged the 
corporation with a $.'12.3-million write-up 
over original costs* Allowing a per 
cent return on actual investment, the com- 
mission ordered a drastic reduction in the 
company’s rates for gas service* Result- 
ing savings to the public will approach 
$3*6 millions annually. 

Applying the same technique in the 
electric utility industry the commission 
has succeeiled thus far in eliminating 
nearly half a million dollars in water, 
representing excess write-up beyond pru- 
dent investment in accordance with the 
uniform system of accounts promulgated 
in 1937. Average write-ups of about 30

The Hope Natural Gas case marks the 
culmination of a series of court decisions 
affecting the public utility industry during 
the past five years. We can review only 
the major judgments here. 

In 1938 the court ruled in the Consoli- 
dated Edison case that a utility company 
which serves customers who cany on an 
interstate business, even though the util- 
ity itself engaged only in intra-state busi- 
ness, thereby affects interstate commerce 
and is, consequently, subject to federal 
regulation* 

THE COURT DECIDES 

In 1939 the court declared that private 
utilities are not ipso facto monopolies, 
when it upheld the constitutionality of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, thereby rec- 
ognizing the right of the federal govern- 
ment to engage in competition with 
private utility concerns. 

The New River decision of 1940, which 
involved the AppHlachian Electric Power 
Company, extended federal regulation 
over power site.s to include virtually all 
streams in the United States. But in Oc- 
tober, 1942, the court ruled further that 
the company had a right to a trial before 
accepting a federal license tu erect u 
dam on a stream which is subject to fed- 
eral control. 

The authority of the F, P. C. was up- 
held by the court late in 1942, over ac- 
counting practices of com])aiiLes engaged 
^vhoUy in intra-state business but selling 
cun’ent at wholesale to other po^ver firnis 
which are engaged in interstate com- 
merce, This was the Hartford Electric 
Light Company case, in which the court 
declared that it is not the intermediate 
steps but the end use which determines 
interstate commerce. 

This was also the year in w’hich the 
court held that a rate-making body was 
not restricted to the u^e of any single 
formula or combination of formulae in 
establishing utility property value, 
(Natural Gas Pipeline Company of 
America,) 

The New Jersey Pow-er and Light deci- 
sion of May, 1943, made it virtually im- 
possible for any electric operating utility 
having lines physically interconnected 
with another company which is engaged 
in interstate commerce to escape federal 
regulation, even though not doing inter- 
state business itself. 

ONLY UNJUST RATES (iUEBTIONED 

And now in 1941 the court has clinched 
the matter by decreeing that rate regula- 
tions, unless “unjust and unreasonable” 
in their total efTect, are not subject to 
further review. 

The Federal Power Commission and the 
various state and local regulatory bodies 
are not the only organizations which 
have exerted closer control over utility 
affairs in the past five years. The activi- 
ties of the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission in administering the Public

Since vai'iablo voltage conditions arc 
encountered on most lighting circuits it 
is necessary that baliast and lamps per- 
form satisfactoi'ily over a reasonable 
range of circuil voltage; this range is gen- 
erally specilkfd on each ballast. Fluo- 
rescent lamps are designed to give best all 
mound performance within this range. 
Since line voltage is a factor in stni'ting 
reliability, voltages lower than that rec- 
ommended may result in uiiBatisfactory 
performance* 

It wdll he noted that the o%^'r-all ef- 
liciency of lluorescent lamps tleereaacs as 
th(‘ line voltage is raised above normal. 
The increased line voltage causes the 
choke to pass more current lo the lamp. 
This linvers the resistance of the arc 
column resulting in a lower voltage di'op 
across the lamp iLstdf. The input watts 
to the lamp are slightly inci eased and 
therefore the lumens increased over a 
certain range. In this condition, however, 
the higher current density produces the 
short ultraviolet radiation less eflkdently. 
(!onsequently the luminous elTiciency <vf 
the lamp decreases* 

Fluorescent lamps with the present 
types of auxiliary equipments are not 
adapted to flashing or dimming applica- 


tions* However, there are various com- 
binations of globes that can be used to 
produce various lighting effects as well 
as various rlegrees of natural (lay light* As 
an example the combination of three or 
even four daylight lamps and one or two 
white lamp,? will give about the same 
lighting effect as noonday sunlight* 

TKMFKKATURK FACTOR 

Another factor that is important for 
the proper operation of fluorescent lamps 
is temperature, both of the room and the 
lamp or tube as well as that of the ballast* 
The latter should be checked from time to 
time arid the temperature should never be 
allowed to rise above 106 degrees F* 
when taken directly from the ballast 
case. 

The more common sizes of nuoroficent 
lamps opeiaito most efficiently at normal 
l oom temperatures of 70 to 80 degrees F* 
w'hen the temperatures of the Lube itself 
will be bet%vecn 100 and 120 degrees F. 
At Itjwer surrounding tempenitures the 
mercury condenses out and the activating 
ultraviolet radiations are reduced. While 
at higher temperatures the vapor pressure 
is increased and some of the ultraviolet 
radiation is shifted fi'om 2587 angstroms 
to wave lengths of greater length and 
also there is increased reabsorption of 
the 2587 angstrom radiutions by the 
mercury vapor. 

Roth of the above circumstances reduce 
the light output of the lamps, the amount 
depending on the specific conditions 
where the lamp i*s in use, as is well 
iiluBU'ated in the accompanying graph* 

To w'hat extent the light output will 
fall off, under different conditiems of sur- 
rounding' air temperature, is very dilljcult 
to pi'odict under practical installations, 
but the main necessity is maintaining the 
bulb or tube temperature within certain 
established ranges. This of course will 
differ for each installation and must be 
regulated either by ventilation or on-

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National The proposed National Service Act is 
Service Act not dead. It is not dead because the 
Army wants it. Why the Army wants it 
is not clear. First, the Army said it wanted it in order 
to stop strikes. Then the Army was shown indubitably 
that strikes have not actually iiiterfered with war 
production. Then the Army shifted its i3fround and said 
it wanted the National Service Act in order to control 
manpower. It was shown that the War Manpower Com- 
mission existed to control manpower and that if man- 
power wasn't controlled, the War Manpower Commis- 
sion 'was a failure. Af^ain the Army shifted its i^romuL 
It shifted by means of a blind story given out by an 
unofficial Army spokesman. This appeared in the Asso- 
ciated Press, Wednesday, March 22. This time the 
Army said it wanted a National Service Act in order 
to get “young coiubat inanpuwer,” but api^arently the 
Army cannot move in any direction without treading 
upon toes of some other agency, even its own toes. Why 
cannot the National Selective Service Act handle young 
combat manpower? 

In short, the flying dervish movements of the War 
Department in an effort to get something it wants and 
should not have is rapidly becoming ridicukms. At the 
same time in this Associated Press .story, this amazing 
statement was found: 

'‘The official (official Army iJ?p()keKmari) dedurcd in iin 
interview that the current drive for young combat man- 
power is based on battle plans laid by General CJeorge C. 
Marshall. He said if the nation is not in accord with tho?re 
plans it shouhl get a new chief of staff.” 

Are we to suppose this is a threat to .strike by the 
chief of staff, and are we to suppose that there should 
be a National Service Act for generals to keep them at 
work when they are not pleased ? 


DegmdaLioii Tragic for democracy is the degrada- 
of the Senate tion of the United States Senate. Con- 
sider for a moment the attack of 
Senator McKellar of Tennessee upon the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. Mr. McKellar^s attack had the back- 
ing of nobody in the South. Thi.s is literally true, llis 
colleague. Senator Stewart, broke with him. The polit- 
ical bosses were against his attack. Cham hers of com- 


merce kept the telephone wires hot between their cities 
and the Senate, protesting his assault. Labor rose as 
one man objecting. No one was behind his intolerable 
and unwarranted attack iiiiun the TVA. Yet Senator 
McKellar mustered enough votes to take the financial 
alfains of the TVA out of the hands of its board of 
directors and place them in the hands of one, Senator 
McKellar. This very act was a dire contradiction of 
pretended Senate policy. For example, the Senate has 
comi>lained about the dictatorial tendencies of the 
executive branch of the Government. Mr. McKellar has 
defended state's rights. But Mr. McKellar and his 
helpers in the Senate were quite willing to transfer the 
authority of the TVA from the region to Washington 
and place it in the hands of Senator McKellar. 

It is a known fact that Senator McKellar is chairman 
of the cummiUee that handles all post office patronage. 
If he is not completely sto]>ped, by his action Mr. Mc- 
Kellar will be the most powerful political boss in Amer- 
ica when he gets the TVA. 

This is degradation at its lowest point. It means that 
Kcpublican senators with certain Southerners are will- 
ing to offset every principle in order to attack a worthy 
Government corporation with honest labor relations. 
It is the lack of integrity of the so-called people's repre- 
sentatives that makes us honestly tremble for 
democracy. 


Research “The facts found by the board support its 
Progress ortler and the evidence supports the find- 
ings.'' With these words the United States 
Supreme Court upheld the rulings of the National 
Labor Relations Board in the Jones and Laughlin case. 
Facts win cases in the highest court in the land and 
facts will cases for local union negotiators. 

The facilities of the Research Department are being 
used with Increasing frequency by negotiators who 
desire comprehensive reports on the financial position 
of corporations. In a recent week our mail contained 
requests for a fiiiancial analysis of two utilities in the 
Dakotas, one in Mimiesol.a, two in Hawaii and two in 
Texas. 

The data furnished in these reports is often of the 
greatest practical value to local mi ion members. In 
many cases it has meant the difference between getting 
a wage increase and not getting one. 


Going to “Kducate and inform the whole nias.s of the 
School people. They are the only sure reliance for 
the preservation of onr liberty.” Thus spoke 
Thomas Jefferson generations ago, but his discovered 
truth has validity still. 

Last month the Jefferson School of Social Science 
opened in New York with nearly 4,000 working people 
as students. More than S)0 different courses are offered 
in this school, including history of the American labor 
movement, American history, economics, social secur- 
ity planning, science, courses in music, art and 
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dramatics. The school makes a broad appeal and is sup- 
ported by both CIO and A. F. of L. unions. In connec- 
tion with the classes public forums^ lectures and dances 
are held. 

This is only a part of the general picture of mass 
education that is going forward during the war. Pub- 
lishers indicate that not only the soldiers in camps but 
people in general are reading more books and buying 
more books than ever before. In time of revolution 
people are anxious to know what it is all about. 


Apprentice Training A lawyer representing a large 

airplane corporation made this 
astounding statement before the National War Labor 
Board : 

apprffnticeship syatem is a remnant of the feudal 
guilds under which all enterprise operated in the Middle 
Ages. It handicaps the intricate intendation of activities 
in a present day industrial corporation. Further, the coni^ 
plete vocational training available in free public schools 
renders the apprenticeship system obsolete, and its imposi- 
tion on workers is a real handicap to their own economic 
welfare. The adaptation of scientific placement by use of 
standardiKed special ability tests, plus In-plant training 
and up-grading, have largely superseded the apprentice- 
ship system in modern industry, 

This we submit is nothing more than another attack 
upon unions and union procedures' under the guise of 
scientific management. We have been aw’are that such 
a movement by industrialists has been going forward 
in certain agencies in the Government. Now it is mak- 
ing its appearance by corporation representatives 
before Government agencies. 

What the lawyer really said was this: Modern 
corporations refuse to adjust themselves to do the 
best for their em]>Ioyees. We do not want to be both- 
ered with union rules or union standards. We do not 
even want skill preserved in modern industry because 
we can get along without it. No matter what the war 
has proved to that end, that there has been a longtime 
shortage of skilled mechanics, we still believe we can 
train workers for use in our plants, and do not want 
to be bothered with the question of skill at all. 

During the war, attacks have repeatedly been made 
upon apprenticeship-training program.^, and this is 
just another instance that industrialists do not rest in 
their drive against unions merely because the base 
changes and the scene alters. 


Vote As things are going in this country it is wisdom 
for working people to get out and regi.sler at the 
polls and prepare to vote. It will be easy to discover 
those candidates who are thinking in terms of the good 
of the whole cmmlry and those who are serving nar- 
row, special interests. 

Working people should not neglect the all-important, 
pre-voting function of registration. It will be well for 


unions to set up precinct committees and see to it that 
members and their families are made aware of the big 
issue.s involved in the present situation. If this is not 
done, labor will have nobody to blame but itself if 
Congress continues as a representative of smalktown, 
backwoods philosophy or big business. 


Anonymous The rule of the office of the JOUENAL 
Letters and in most offices of reputable publica- 
tions is to pay no attention to anonymous 
letters. But one insulting anonymous letter which has 
recently come to this ofilce is of enough significance to 
warrant notice. Someone who did not have the cour- 
age to sign his name tore from the March Journal the 
leading editorial entitled Americans Want 

Democracy?” Upon this was scribbled in ink certain 
strictures. Here are samples of the kind of stuff that 
was written thereon: “Why do labor leaders want to 
horn in and interfere? Admirals and generals do not 
want any advice from union leaders, Who is fighting 
this war anyway? You keep this line of bunk up and 
America won't want the A. F. of L. either. All generals 
and admirals should be sore at union.s.” 

Such stuff is not trivial. It simply means that labor- 
hating people are quite willing to have military dic- 
tatorship if necessary. In order to scotch such demo- 
cratic thinking, we have the labor movement. 

In contrast with this anonymous letter, Orville L. 
Smith, a new member of Local Union No. B-2, St. 
Louis, writes: “'Do Americans Want Democracy?' I 
have written a number of aolcUers along the.se lines ami 
it is surprising how glad these men are to hear from us 
fellows of their same class. About 85 per cent of the 
men in the service are working people. We should not 
overlook an opportunity to let them know we are work- 
ing to preserve present working conditions and to pro- 
mote better ones in the future. We should let them all 
know we are thinking of them often and we, the labor- 
ing class, are backing them 100 per cent.” 


A. F. of L* The American Federation of Labor 
Slatesman.ship has made a forthright, statesmanlike 
statement on international affairs. It 
stands for a United Nations organisation for preser- 
vation of peace. “The proposed international organi- 
zation is to use whatever means may be necessary, in- 
chiding an international police force to prevent the 
outbreak of wars in the future.” Freer trade is ad- 
vocated. Group not individual action is to be main- 
tained, Continuation of international labor organiza- 
tion “to deal with problems of health and social wel- 
fare, the prevention of epidemics, and traffic in drugs” 
is supported. 

In addition the A. F. of L. brought forward post- 
war plans for the domestic economy based on free 
enterprise. 



CALLING ALL BREAD BUYERS 


F rom time to time many articles have 
been written for and about the bread- 
winners in the I. B. E. W. households. 
Now let us give a little time to the bread- 
buyers» usually the ladies> who do the 
shopping for these homes. 

The year passed has been a trjdng one 
for everybody, War^^s stress and strain 
has been visited on all, without exception^ 
though some have felt its devastating 
effects much more cruelly than others 
in the absence of, and loss of loved ones. 
However^ among the inconveniences, and 
annoyances of war, the problems of the 
housewife are certainly in the fore- 
ground. It is she who has had to cope 
with rationing and shortages and rising 
cost of living. And through it all she 
has heard the Office of Price Administra- 
ton maligned and has probably done some 
strong talking herself on the shortcom- 
ings and the red tape linked with the 
symbolic initials O, P. A. 

But I wonder if our women know the 
colossal job that O. P. A. had to under- 
take and how much it did accomplish 
for the benefit of consumers, 

UP WENT PRICES I 

Let us take a look at the way prices 
skyrocketed in the first World War. 
Sugar, for instance sold for 27 cents a 
pound. Butter was 78 cents a pound and 
eggs more than 90 cents a dozen. There 
were a great many Americans who for- 
got what butter and eggs tasted like. 
To quote some figures, retail food 
prices rose 126 per cent, clothing rose 
200 per cent, and house furnishings 179 
per cent- Cost of living, including every- 
thing, more than doubled. There were 
high cost-of-living riots during this 
period and the Government was bitterly 
criticized for having let prices run away. 
And then after the war came the in- 
evitable — what went up had to come 
dowm. Wages came down with a thud. 
Prices that had gone up so fast came 
down more slowly. The economic set-up 
went into a complete tail spin, farmers 
tost their farms and unemployment ran 
riot. 

That^s the ugly story of the last w^ar 
and that*s the story that would be re- 
peated today except that Congress en- 
acted wartime price control .statutes. The 
0. P. A, is carrying out those statutes 
and in spite of some mistakes and some 
failures and blunderings, is doing so 
effectively. Increase in cost of living 
is only half as great as that vi^hich took 
place during the same period of the last 
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war. Industrial prices have been held 
to less than a quarter of their rise dur- 
ing the same months in World War I. 
And — this is significant — for the past 11 
months, cost of living and wholesale 
prices have been held level without any 
net increase whatever. Also through 
O. P. A. total price rise in war mate- 
rials (which we will have to pay in 
taxes) has been held to less than a quar- 
ter as much as in World War I, 

SHARE AND SHARE ALIKE 

In addition to this job which every- 
one %vill admit has not been a small one, 
0, P. A. by rationing critical commodities 
like meat and butter and canned veg- 
etables, fuel oil, gasoline, tires, etc,, has 
made it possible for every citizen to get 
his share and has prevented the ‘"have” 
classes from buying up these things of 
which there is a shortage, leaving none 
for the woiking people. 

That is the job the 0. P, A, has done. 
It has made mistakes, there has been 
a lot of red tape but — it did a job and 
that is the most important factor to be 
considered. And if thei-e were mistakes 
and if we've all been tangled up in the 
red tape, let us remember this — the job 
O. P. A. had to do was tremendous and 
it had to be done quickly. After Pearl 
Harbor, a first rationing program had 
to be worked out, necessary fonns had 
to be printed and distributed, thousands 
of local ration boards had to be estab- 
lished, manned, instructed. .And that was 
all done in 29 days. Not six months, not 
a 3 ' ear, to work out this intncate system, 
but less than one month. Now 0, P, A, 
controls upwards of eight million prices 
and its regulation.^ reach into three mil- 
lion business establishments. Fourteen

control regulations. Food rationing re- 
quires direct contact with 30 million 
housewive.s representing 132 million men, 
women and children. Thirty-nine million 
drivers have to be issued gasoline rations 
and of these 16 million hold B and C 
books which must be doctoi*ed to meet 
their needs every^ three months. 

WHAT O. P. A. HAS SAVED YOU 

What about the cost to the individ- 
ual for operating O. P. A.? Well, it has 
been estimated that the cost to each per- 
son in the United States is $1,14. It has 
also been estimated that in cost of civil- 
ian goods and .services, saving for each 
individual was $169 for 1943. and that 
as taxpayers we have been saved 67 bil- 
lion dollars, this amount representing the 
additional amount it would have cost our 
Government to build our vast militaiy 
effort. 

There's the scope of the job and the 
cost. And in spite of the obvious great 
need for price control, action is being 
taken in Congress to kill the 0. P. A. The 
Price Control Act expires June 30 and 
battle lines ai-e forming now for the 
price control fight. There are those in 
Congress who would do away wdth the 
0. P. A., with the Price Control Act 
and let inflation l un rampant. Then there 
are those who have the good of the 
people at heart and who will fight to 
protect their interests. 

THE FIGHTING SIXTY 

The “Fighting Sixty%'* Congressmen of 
the Congressional Committee for the Pro- 
tection of the Consumer, have pledged 
“to fight for a revitalized price control 
program and an adequate appropriation 
for O, P. A. to enable it to set and en- 
force ceiling prices, keep down rents, 
and prevent profiteering." These Con- 
gressmen are in there pitching for us ami 
the interests that have a vital effect 
in our lives. It is up to us to support them. 

Once workers had only one fight — that 
for higher wages. Now higher wages will 
be useless unless pnces are controlled. 
When certain members of Congress tiy 
to kill the 0. P. A. this spring, it is as 
if they were trying to cut wages to star- 
vation levels. The only way we can fight 
this viciousness is at the polls. That's 
where we exercise our power. Use your 
influence to protect 3 '^ourselves and yowv 
families now and for the future.

tlekL 111- Fifty-four locals comprise the mem- 
bership of the state conference headed by 
Charles M. Paulsen, Chicago* as chairman. 
Mr. Paulsen, who wields a goodly amount of 
powder atul prestige throughout the state, is 
also chairman of tho executive board of the 
Electrical Workers international in the United 
States and Canada, with main otilces in 
Washington, P. C. 

The plan, as proposed by the chairman at 
the state conference, not in resolution form, 
t'ut L's a proposal to be built with the solid 
support of labor, state legislators, Chicago 
Motor Club, oil and gas interests^ insurancf 
companies, the utilities and the statCj is one of 
general benefit to the state of Illinois. It is* 
in brief, to procure passage of legislation at 
Springllcld for the appropriation of sufllcieni 
funds to tmaljlo a proper overhead lighting 
system wdiich will correct the dangers exist- 
ing in improperly lighted highways — spe- 
efiically those dangerous curves which are too 
prevalent in the state, the over-passes of 
roads, all concrete highw*ay intersections, 
ami all railroad crossings, where the aburul- 
uuci; of tragic and fatal accidents occur. 

The postwar era will see the roaiis used 
more than ever before by motorists, it is be- 
lieved, ami the plan w^hich is dear to the 
heart of the Electricians' union is one that 
should i>e pegged as a public safety measure. 
It should eliminate the staggering total of 
ligures recorded in the fatality lists of night 
drivers. 

The idea of overhead lighting of important 
intersections in the country is not new. A few 
such lights were installed shortly before the 
war started. They have proved to be a great 
heneht to the night motorists ami truckers. 
Wc have one such intersection between Joliet 
and Chicago Heights at the intersection of 
the Lincoln Highway ami Cicero Avenue. 

So much of the poslwuir planning is ab- 
stract* and will take years to come to a 
head that !t w'onld seem this nicFisure is orte 
that is prvctical and when set U|i- properly, 
could be put into effect in the immcftiate 
after-duration days.

Educational Facilities. — In Action 
Editor: Through ihe efforts of Ed Hoock, 
president of I^ocal Unkm No* 1 and a (lov- 
er nmeut agency, two electronics claiises are 
in progress at the Hadley Technical Voca- 
tional School in St. Louis at this time. It 
will not be many more inemths before there 
will be an urgent need for men W'ho have 
been educated to the progress of the times. 

Interest is at its peak and men are umler-^ 
standing that the electrical business will be 
going through a revolution. Many have not 
lost sight of the fact that our engineering 
is waning as far as mechanics go as in the 
past. 

Most everything electrical comes in units 
and are only assembled unit by unit by men 
on the Job. Buss-duct, trough-duct, and many 
other trade names for power feeders have 
repL'^.oed many man hours in the past few 
years, that were formally used fnr installing 
feeders, switch frames and disconnecting 
switches that were tied together with con- 
duit. Almost any hoy could |>lug in a switch 


to a bugs-wmy and connect BX or heavy rub- 
ber cord to machines set below the buss. Most 
all machines are installed by other trades — 
the niotors and controls being installed at 
the factory where the machines are made- 
Now think of all the other work that haa 
been lost — and not our fault. 

Our business will be completely new' in the 
future and we hope it is not too late to pre- 
pare for this gigantic change in the present 
day methods* 

In the very near future w'e wdll answer 
the man from Arizona on his marvelous 
idea of teaching our men in all locals from 
toast to coast with still and motion pictures 
and sound records^ showing the latest meth- 
ods, designs, and application. s of the many 
new' developments in the electrical industry.

1944. has read the article titlcil ^'Henlth Pro- 
vision of New Social Security Biir', by Robert 
J. Watt, A. F, of U representative. If you 
haven't, you should make it must reading. 
This provision is one of several amendmetUs 
to the existing social security law, all of which 
should be adopted, presented to (‘ongress for 
pction in the bill known as the *'^Wagner- 
Murray-Dingell Bill" which shouhl have the 
full support of everyone that has his ow'ii as 
ivell as his neighbor's w*elfare at heart. See to 
it that your Congressman knows hoiv you feel 
nliout this bill. 

We still hjvve wdth us a constant hue and 
cry about the great harm done by strikes 
w^hich is designed for the sole purpose of 
having a Labor Draft law* passeil forthwith. 
The fact that such strikes us< have occurred 
have actually caused little or no set- beck to 
the war effort doesn't mean a thing to these 
propagandisls. They disrcganl statements to 
the contrary from such a reliable source as the 
Senate Truman committee. To iUtistrate we 
quote from this committee's report: 

*‘Man powder draft legisLution has also been 
advocatcii as anti -strike measure, rendered 
necessary liy the excesses of some labor 
groups. I.^nquestionably there have been ex- 
cesses which are subject to the severest con- 
demnation. How-ever, we must not allow those 
excesses to obscure the fact that, on the 
whole, the performance by labor has been 
very good." 

''Kecognitinn must he given to the dif- 
ficulty of labor's pTcseni position. U» tradi- 
tional aims, such ns higher w'uges, better 
working conditions, and shorter hours, run 
counter to war needs, and for the most jiurt 


labor has given up voluntarily its principal 
w^eaporis for enforcing its rights. Many of the 
critics of labor have not done as much." 

Note the last sentenco of the second para-' 
graph particuhiriy. Did you see any part of 
this report mentioned in your local paper? If 
you did you are one of the few exceptions. 

Labor has few friends among the more pow- 
erful newspapers. It doesn't buy enough ad- 
vertising space. Therefore WE must be our 
own propagandists by word of mouth and hy 
letters sent where they wtU do the most good. 

Fa fortunately labor which "hollers like 
hell" when work is scarce and its belly empty, 
is apt to forget its responsibility when the 
belly is full and it has some War Bonds 
tucked away in the old sock. We hope you 
buy all the War Bonds pos slide but they 
won't do you much good unless you do your 
part to keep this a decent nation for our serv- 
ice men and women to come home to.

The average man will ask, but can elec- 
tronics help me? and the liCA booklet states 
that this is a fair question, and whether you 
are in business nr not. l.lie answer is an un- 
qualified “yesl" Kow much it can help you is a 
matter of your williugries-s to isolate and ana- 
lyse the particular iirohlem you wdsh solved, 
and then of selecting the particular phase of 
electronics applicahle to t.hat problem. 

If, for example, you are a plywood manu- 
facturer and you wish to vastly s|iocd up the 
ilrying of the glue, you can do it as simply 
as putting "meat" l>etween two .slices of bread 
for a .sandwich, the “meat'' being thy plywood 
and the two slices of bread iwo ineia] i^lates 
which puss radio-frequency currents through 
the wood millions of times a second* thus 
heating and drying the glue Frcnn within 
quicker ami better, in minutes instead of 
hours. In fact, the electric plates do imt even 
need to touch the plywood. Or suppose you are 
a department store manager niul wish to 
show all idonticjil living display in hall' a 
tlozeri dc]]artments at once, Flectronic Itdc- 
vision instantaneously performs this ofsparent 
miracle. 'Phat is one of the many industrial 


television applicatiunf}, not to mention the 
“watching^' of industrial and chemical proc- 
esjios, the “inspecting" of operations or the 
rc|ilaeing ot human observers in locations 
dangerous to life or heiiUh. 'Pidevlsion thus 
extends man's sight in “space" in a way elec- 
tronics niono make.s possible* 

In “Flee Lions In Industry/' flencrnl Elec- 
tric states, electronic devices eontrol the 
high-spoeil wrapidng of packages, fill ginger 
ale hollies to the projier leycd. Electro a ic 
recti hers furnish jjower to produce vital war 
metaUs like aluminum^ also electronic tubes* 
through carrier current, enable power sta- 
tion operators to carry on conversations over 
the same lines that carry the electric power; 
or to conlrid distant apparatus in the same 
way. One of tlie most fascinating applis atioTiH 
of tdcctroiiics is the anjilyais of crystalline 
subsiancea metals, tihers. jmints, cerumics, 
iiy X'-ray ‘hiilf faction."

Editor: Local No. B-4G8, of the I. B. E. W., 
was organized by the line and garage depart- 
ments of the Stamford division of the Con- 
necticut Power Company under a charter 
granted by the International Office in May 
of and bargaining rights for those de- 

partments were subsequently secured by a 
check-off of membership during the following 
August. The contract negotiations which fol- 
lowed consumed several months, and approval 
of the final agreement by the Regioi.^il Labor 
Board was not secured until the close of the 
year. In addition to clarifying w'orking con- 
ditions and establishing seniority, the con- 
tract provided a workable set of basic rates 
for every type of ivork. 

With the curtailment of materials which 
fciUcnved our country' "s entrance into the war. 
ft reduction in line personnel was inevitable. 
This was accomplishei! by the transfer of 
men to other departments and other local in- 
dustries for the duration, with the guarantee 
of three months* full wages to tide them over 
the readjustment period. 

In December of 1942 the local presented a 
request for a |5 raise and a proportionate 
increase in minimum rates, which was rejected 
by the company*. In the 14 months of arbitra- 
tion which ensued, the company successively^ 
appealed adverse decisions by the Board of 
^Mediation and .Arbitration and a Ihree-man 
panel appointed by the New England Regional 
Board, However, a decision upholding our re- 
quest was finjitly handed down by the Na- 
tional War Labor Board on February 4 of this 
year, and provided an increase of such portion 
of the requested increase as could he justified 
under the Little Steel Formula, retroactive to 
December I, 1342. 

Tn II surprise move the company recently 
nnnounced its intention of filing application 
for a general increase to include nil produc- 
tion workers in the entire Connecticut Poiver 
Company, including employees not under the 
jurisdiction of the NYVLB, such as foTemen, 
watch engineers, and other supervisory em- 
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ployeesa. In its roply, the rej^ioiuLl hfmni lul- 
vistitl the company that such a petition re- 
quired joint tippvovnl by the local, which 
t.oiulcd In dim the impression of benevolence 
which the origimil announcement was dc“ 
signed to foster. The proposed coin imriy- wide 
increase is, of coarse, the direc! result of the 
recent successful efforts of the local in secur- 
ing a similar increase for its membership. 

In the meantime, riur roster hud heen 
swelled by a large group of new incmltera 
from the steam generating iilaui, aiut on 
October 27, 104^1, an eloclio]i was ordered liy 
NLlMl We won convincingly with a major- 
ity of per cent, and were certilled ns sole 
bargaining agent for all appropriate plant 
employees, with the exception of foremen ami 
watch engineers, who were harred from vot- 
ing under the order for the electiom A sep- 
arate agreement covering Ibis department 
was even l iiiilly coiielLtited on I'^cl'iTunry 1, H)4 4, 
and submitted for approval without atip^ml 
to the regional hoard, in whose hands it now 
rests. If passed, the contract will jtrovide 
vastly improved working condUioim, orderly 
upgrariing, and a substantial upward re- 
vision of minimum rates in the generating 
plant. 

The first three months of UM4 hnve hrouglli 
us an ever-increasing number of apptieatioiia 
for membership from the gas, slttres, anc] 
service departments fsf the Stamford division. 
Accordingly, w^e have filed a petition for an 
election to lie held in those departments, and 
are now' awaiting a directive or^ler from the 
NLRT^ establishing the date, location, and 
procedure to he followed. 

All in all, Local No, has been most 

active during its comparatively short exis-> 
tence, and much of the credit for its successes 
is due to the foresight and untiring elTorts 
of our officers, Bob Kerr, Spike Sullivan, Ltm 
Montagninn, John Uushnell and Jim Kelly, 
and to the loyal support of an expamling 
group of enthusiastic members,

Their sys- 
tem of setting prices was this — they would 
pick a fast worker out of each gang, start him 
uff on some work am! then set rates of pay 
accor<|ing to his speed, and the Lord help the 
poor devila who could not keep up with the 
pace! 

They hardly dared take time out for a 
drink, or race to the lavatory, if they did 
they were losing money. Some system, and 
the labor exploiting corporations of the coun- 
try paid this d — d parasite good money for his 
ideas.

/idiTor; Here are the facts since Jones' 
three^dollar price would, unleiss the govern- 
ment interfered, he come the price for every- 
body, the total cost of the whole supply wouh! 
be three dollars plus three dollars plus three 
dollars or nine dollars altogether. In order to 
get Jones to produce, all the E^rtcet^ wnruld have 
to rise to his high level. Now^ this is where 
the subsidy comes in. 

Suppose you say: Tw^o dollars is the ac- 
eopled price for this gadget. At Uvo didlars 
we can get Smith’s and Brownhs firoduct arul 
they will be making a fair profit. Now then, 
how"' can wm get pJones^ three dollar j>roduct, 
which w'e W'ant, wdthoiit paying Smith and 
Brown three dolh'irs which h more than they 
need? We get it by frying Jones two fiollars 
ami in addition., a su!>sidy payment of one 
dollar. 

Net Saving in Piihlic 

'I'hts "works out as follows: The community 
as consumer pays Smith two dollars and 
Brown tw’o dollars and Jones two dollars' 
a total of six dollars- anil the community as 
tax])ayer also pays JoneiS a subsidy of one 
dollar. Thus the whole supply costs seveti 
dcdlars, whereas if the iiriee were allowed 
to rise to JoYiies' level the whole supply would 
cost nine dollars. This is the principle of the 
particular type of subsidy novr under dis- 
cussion, and the example demonstrated how 
by paying one dollar in aulsldy the com- 
munity makes a net savings of two dollars 
which it vcoulrt otherwise have to spend. If 1 
have ma<le this plain, then we can pass on. 
You can readily see clearly what, amutig those 
who understood it. !s the real issue in Con- 
gi'ess. By the Esay merit of the subsidy to 
.Times, the consuming public gets the gadgets 
at the lowest feasilde cost. 

You see Smith and Orown. who can sell 
firtdltaldy at two dollars, dn not get as tdg 
a profit gs if the |irice rose to three dollars. 
Smith is tlenied an extra profit of twm dollars 
and Brown is denied an extra profit of one 
dollar. 

As a purely comniercial matter and ignor- 
ing nil other puldic considerations, the use of 
the sulmidy not only denies them the extra 
EirnfU, hut compels them as taxpayers to jfay 
their share of the cost of the subsidy. In- 
siead of making the extra three dollars for 
themselves, they have as taxpayers to con- 
tribute something to Jones’ one dollar subsidy. 

So you see, as a commercial matter, they 
fight the sub&iidy and want the price ceiling 
lifted, 

1 wdll prove the need. 

This is the crux of the whole controversy, 
and once it is understood, the necessity of 
using subsidies to stabilise prices in war- 
time is self-evident. There is no other way 
of getting .Tones' high co.sl production 
without raising all other prices to his high 
cost level. There are different wmys of apply- 
ing subsidies to achieve this en<i, und it is by 
no means certain that the administration has 
selected the best way. How^ever, I am rifst go- 
ing to discuss that point. But to prolaibit 
such subsidies entitely is to make a rise of

prices inevitable if Jones is to be kept pro- 
ducing. 

"J'he debate ha.^ &how'n that resentment 
against the rise of in dual rial wagei? is a 
powerful emotional force in opposition to 
these purticular subsidies to stabilize the cost 
tpf living. 

But resentment, however justifiedt is never 
H sound basis for legislatiiui. The fact ia 
that the blow against subsidies is aimed at 
organ izeti labor, wdth the unorganized most 
helpless member.^ of the community. Of course 
we are not altogether sorry for the unor- 
ganized for they have had ample time to make 
a decision* This would he a challenge to or- 
ganized labor, w'hile w'o are pledged not to 
at like, and T am sure, no one would do any- 
th hig to cripple our government in halting 
war production* However, Congress should 
realize should they be so greedy for profits 
as to ban aubgidies, then organized labor 
wrould be compelled to demami higher wages 
to meet the higher cost of living as a result 
of lifting the ceiling prices. 

Think it over. 

The lessons w^e have learned during this 
war lead me to believe a rise in the cost 
of living, w^hich cannot be prevented without 
subsidies, will strike all government em- 
ployees on fixe{l salaries — including Congress- 
men* if you please; all state and municipal 
employees, all soldiers’ dependents on fixed 
allowances, all veterans, and retired officials 
on pensions* all elderly people living on the 
income from their savings* all owners, all 
the school teechers* policemen* firemen and 
virtually all the white-collar workers. 

Thanks to organized labor for the unor- 
ganized cannot do what labor can do, "we use 


our power to biirgain collectively to push up 
wages. For these reasons Congress would do 
well to reeongider the matter, 

Tt "was the request of some members of our 
local that I write an article on the meaning 
of subsidies. 1 hope 1 have made it clear* for 
it is about time we began to understand the 
manipulators of Wall Street w'ho are for- 
ever pulling the ivool over our eyes.

His undisputed decision when finally ren- 
dered definitely favors L. U. No. 1317* mari- 
time, establishes jurisdiction and defines the 
rights which after all were very simple and 
could have been debated on our own had a 
little bit of boss sense been allowed to pre- 
vail and most any unbiased arbitrator been 
available.

from the American Statistical Association (at 
125 per day). 

On February 25 the bureau came out with 
its own voluminous rebuttal, defending Us 
index and eoun Ler-aBsiiiling the information 
shown by the aurvey of the labor members, 

*‘Thia long-cstabiished government measure 
of price changes,^' it wailed, “has been used 
hy labor for a generation in union contracts. 
It is now challeugefi, 

Spocilieaily Lhe Meany-Thomas report 
charges that the Bepartment of I.abor’s index 
fails to reflect numerous lyijcs of hidilen in- 
creases in living expenses. Chief among these 
are (1) depreciation in quality of goods now 
available and (2J the disappcurance from 
the market of cheaper lines of products for- 
merly purchased by lower income groups but 
now replaced by costlier line.?. 

There appears to l>e nn over all discrepancy 
of Feme H0 per cent in the degree of change 
in living costs which occurred lietween Jami- 
ary, liHt, and Deceiiiher, 1T43, when com- 
puted according to calr illations baisod upon 
the Labor Department's cost of living index 
and upon the data as found in the Meany- 
Thonms survey.

At the present writing the adminEstratinn 
is inLenlly seeking from Congress an exten- 
sion of its Huhsi<ly program for price controL 
Gonaequeiilly it is (lotennincd that the Little 
Sice I formula shall not he lifted— or at least 
not until after it is assured of continued 
authoriza.tion fur its subsidy program, l^or a 
general wave nf wage increases which would 
he certain to follow a definite break-through 
in the Little BLue! formula, would elTcctIvely 
weaken its argument for further price con- 
trol. If Congress fails to extend the subsidy 
payment program the present act expires 
autonialkally on June 30. 

luibor's action in releasing its broadside 
against the official cosL-of-living index is 
but a move in its struggle to break the cur- 
rent, deadlock nver the lid Avbich has been 
tdampe<l down upon wages in the face of 
gratiually mounting prices. 

Further developments in the picture are 
now awaited.

CANADA GETS BRILLIANT l^LAN 
I Continued from page t6S) 
hands of the individual worker in 
his effort to sell his services at the 
highest possible price. That tradition 
will undoubtedly continue to flourish 
but if labor organizations are to suc- 
ceed, in the long^ run, in their effort 
to enhance the welfare of their mem- 
bers, it is essential that they should 
dux'ing the years of transition Tnain- 
tain a sense of perspective ’which 
embraces the w'hole Canadian econ- 
omy and combines the present with 
the future. Any attempt to fight a 
rear-guard action by attempting to 


maintain for all workers rates of 
earnings comparable to the highest 
rates received by some favored in- 
dividuals during the ’war will dimin- 
ish the prestige of organized labor 
and create fm atmosphere of friction 
and uncertainty which is detrimental 
to effective reconstruction,” 

.As the United States, su does Canada now 
turn to social security legislaticin as a means 
not only of mitigating the pain of rapid eco- 
nomic changes but as instrumentalities in 
maintaining economic stability. The report 
says : 

"Social security measures, it must be 
pointed out, involve more than matters 
of W'elfare. They constitute an important 
group of fiscal instruments that govern- 
ments can use in their general economic 
strategy of recovery and stabilization. 
Unemployment insurance benefits and 
pensions help to maintain the level of 
spending power during periods of ad- 
justment when it might otherwise de- 
cline and intensify the problems of eco- 
noniie stabilization, while the contribu^ 
tions received from the insured popula- 
tion tend to reduce aggregate expenditure 
during periods of full employment, and 
thus reduce the tendency to inflation. It 
is essentia!, therefore, that the whole 
problem of social security should be 
studied, not in isolation but as an inte- 
gral part of a governmental program In 
which fiscal policy is doslgned to stabilize 
the process of capital formation, and 
public investment is intended to supple- 
ment private investment with «n view' to 
the maintenance of full employment. The 
development of mass unemployment, in- 
dicating the failure of the various poli- 
cies already discussed, would make any 
system of social security un’workable."

dosure of the lamp or lamps in question. 

Fluorescent lamps blacken rather uni- 
formly throughout the entire leng-th of the 
tube during their life. This is usually not 
very noticeable unless a lamp that has 
burned for some length of time is com- 
pared with a nc’w one in front of some 
light source. However, this, more than an^’' 



other condition, causes a depreciation of 
light output during the life of the lamp. 
The light output de expenses rather rapidly 
during the first 100 hours of operation 
aiifl thi.s loss may amount to as much as 
10 per cent. The light output may de- 
crease as much as 20 to 25 per cent in 


average operating conditions by the end 
of its rated life, but the light output dur- 
ing life averages about 85 per cent of 
the 100 hour value. 

Confusion is sometimes expressed at 
the assertion that fluorescent lamps pro- 
duce cooler footcandles than do incan- 
descent lamps. While a kilowatt hour 
I’cpresents an over-all heating effect of 
3414 British Thermal Units regardless 
of how consumed, the lesser sensation 
of heat from fluorescent lamps lies in the 
fact that (1) they generate more lumens 
per watt of energy consumed than do 
filament lamps and (2) less radiant en- 
ergy is emitted than by filament lamps 
of the same wattage. Both of these fac- 
tors are evaluated when light sources 
are compared on a total radiant energy 
per lumen bases. Thus it i^ said that 
heat from a fluorescent lamp is about 
one-flfth of that from a filament lamp 
for the same amount of light delivered.

Utility Holding Company Act of 1936 
have greatly influenced the composite pic- 
ture of the electric po^ver and light 
industry. 

The act provides, among other things, 
that the operating properties of a utility 
holding network must be confined to a 
single geographically integrated system. 
Through order.s of the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission for simplification of 
utility corporate structure and integra- 
tion of facilities, the separation of some 
175 properties from their former holding 
concerns had been effected by November 
16, 1943. 

Before the close of the year, stock- 
holders of top holding companies of two 
major elective power systems in the 
United States had voted to dissolve their 
organizations. The two corporations in- 
volved are the North American Com- 
pany and the United Gas Improvement 
Company. The latter is one of the apex 
controlling units of the J. P. Morgan 
chain. 

In addition the once great Stone and 
Webster, Inc., had entirely divested itself 
by 1940 of all its interests in the electric 
power industry and had reverted to its 
original activities of engineering and 
consti'uction. 

Other systems were accelerating recap- 
italization plans and the disposal of 
scattered properties in view of impending 
divestment or, occasionally, “death sen- 
tence” orders. Most of these change.s have 
been arranged voluntarily under plans 
submitted to and approved by the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission. 

The past few* years have witnessed a 
marked improvement in relations between 
the electric light and power industry and 
the public* *At least part of this improvement 
may be attributed to a cooperative national 
advertising campaign launched fay the in- 
dustry in December, 1941. 

The program is sponsored and paid for fay 
some 150 operating power companies, ’which 
collectively serve half qf all the residential 
meters of private power concerns in the 
country. The campaign embraces advertise- 
ments fusually of a patriotic tone! in about 
20 magazines of such nation-wide circulation

Similarly luisiiiesa 
men take interest in the project and havo a 
share in It us iio the farmora.

He thinks 
other rivers and other valleya can he made 
to servo the whihle people liy the same kind 
of use of lerhnology aiul !^y the same system 
of puhlie adminislratiioi.

Inlernalional IT'esident Brown, Inlerna- 
l ion a I .Secretary Bugziiazet and the cnunH] 
mem he PH deViiLed considerable time to the 
disciiasioH of policies for the beltermenL 
of the Jlrol herhood. 
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InternutiorMiI Pres i dent Urowti reported 
upon his ucllvitiea in connection with the 
moving picture jiroduccra utid representa- 
tives of aflillateii trades organ istationa in 
their recent conference in New York City, 
Contracts made at this meeting will* it is 
agreed* mivnnee the interests of the 
L B* E, W. 

The case invoiving E* U* No. 40, 1. B. E* W., 
the motion picture producers and the I. A. 
T. S. F]. was reported on by International 
President Brown and International Secre- 
tary Bugniasset. It was agreed by the council 
to leave further action in the hands of the 
international ofTicers. 

The subject of television and ita relation 
to our jurisdiction was discussed by Inter- 
national President Brown, and the council 
recommended that our membership interest 
itself and protect its interests in this field. 

Considerable time was devoted to the 
subject of organization of the telephone in* 
dustry, which resulted in the internationul 
oltlcers being commended for the progress 
W'hich they arc making in this field. 

Much time was given to the discussion of 
the best means of maintaining our non- 
beneficial members, who are receiving only 
seasonal employment. The present plan used 
by the International Office was endorsed by 
the council* 

The greater part of a day was taken up 
in discussing how to contribute our hit 
towards helping the returned service men 
and women fit into the postwar industrial 
picture, so that they may easily and readily 
procure profitable employment. 

The council and the Iniernatlonal officers 
were of the unanimous opinion that when an 
honorably discharged or released military 
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service dtizen. who enn qualify through 
education and experience* and who can per- 
form work which comes within the jurisdic* 
tion of our Brotheihood makes araplication 
for meml>ership into our Brotherhood within 
six months of his or her discharge or re* 
lease from service, he or she shall be ntl- 
mitted to membership without the payment 
of any initiation or entrance fee except 
where a fee may be set by legislative action 
for beneficial purposes (death or sickness) 
and then the applicant w^ill have to pay these 
beneficial fees. The applicant will pay dues 
for the month in which he or she is admitted 
to membership. 

Despite the fact that the council members 
are In hearty accord with this plan, they 
feel that the matter should he passed upon 
in accordance with the laws of our Interna- 
tional Constitution; therefore* they will 
present the subject matter to the next In- 
ternational convention* for consideration of 
the delegates, in accordance with the Inter- 
national Constitution* 

The committee on audit reported that 
they had examined the audit report* sub- 
mitted by the firm of Wayne Kendrick and 
Company, certified public accountants em- 
ployed hy the council, of the accounts of the 
I, B, E. W. for the last quarter of 1943* and 
the accounts of the E. W. B. A. for the last 
six months of 1943* and found that all ac- 
counts checked and that the records were in 
order* The report was signed by William C. 
Shord and Charles Foehn* On motion^ w'htch 
was carried* the report was approved and the 
committee was instructed to report to the 
trustees^ meeting of the E. W. B. A* its 
findings on the E* W. B. A- audit. 

The council adjourned to attend the 
trustees', meeting of the E* W* B. A., which 
was presided over by International President 
Brown, 

The council reconvened and reviewed the 
reports of the council members, pertaining 
to their activities in their dLstrlcta since the 
last meeting. 

The activities of the International Presi- 
dent and the International Secretary since 
the last council meeting, which had pre- 
viously been revjew'ed. were concurred in. 

The International Secretary was requested 
to communicate with all those who had mat- 
ters before the council, and to advise them 
of the couneirs action in their cases. 

The members of the Internationa! Execu- 
tive Council w*ere profoundly grieved when 
in formed of the death on January S, 1941. 
0 fa former council member, Charles F. 
Oliver. Brother Oliver had served as a mem* 
bor of the International Executive Council, 
representing the seventh district, from Janu- 
ary, 192£| to January, 1942, w^hen he retired 
from official life* During these years his 
unswerving loyalty to the I. B. E* iiV., his 
devotion to the cause of organized labor 
and his genial character were an infipiration 
to his fellow officers. His former colleagues 
asked the coancil members to stand in 
silence to the memory of their departed 
friend and co-w'orker* The request was 
fulfilled. 

All business which came before the coun- 
cil having been disposed of, the council ad- 
journed sine die*

decree^ ami all further relations with 
F’arben were enjoined. 

As previously indicated, Dow Chemi- 
cal wus the only domestic producer of 
magnesium in 1939. It produced about 


7,OOO.GOU pnumls of the metal in 1939, 
and in 1949 about 12.500,000 pounds. 
But the removal of ]i induction restric- 
tions, through the consent decree, left 
the way open for expansion, and in 1941 
the United States Government for the 
first time provided capital for the ex- 
pansion of magnesium and authorized 
ihe eonstruetion of many new facilities 
fur the production and fabrication of the 
jjnportant metal. 

First e-KtimuLes of the War DroducUun 
Bufirfl Hct nil objective prugram that would 
provide an iinmial pro duct ion of 725,000,1)00 
pounds. This has since been revised dowiiwur<l 
to 690,000,000 pounds* Actual product ion in 
1949 was 348*0011,000 pounds* A schedule has 
been set up to iridlcrtc the 1914 foreciust* 
Based on production facilities it shows a pro- 
duction estimate of 631.000,000 pounds, and a 
requirement estimate of 485.000,000 pounds. 

As a result of the war, the capacity for 
producing magnesium has been increased 
nearly 80 times and some new methods of 
frbricnlion have been discovered. More than 
60 new cumimtiies have established fabricat- 
ing facilltie.s. The United States has inveslefl 
approximately $500,000,000 in building and 
ip? rating facilities for the production of 
magnesium ingot and approximately $15,- 
000,000 for fabricating facilities. In order 
lo protect this huge investment it is essen- 
tial that every effort be made to encourage 
and Intensify Ihe search for additional sci- 
entific information with respect to this 
nietul end its pos.sible uses. 

Early in 1941, the National Academy of 
Sciences was reiiuested by the War Produc- 
tion Board to make a slucly of the various 
methods available for magnesium produc- 
tion and make recornmendations as to the 
methods w'bich would produce the most metal 
in the shorte.st time with the least consump- 
tion of electrical energy. Six processes were 
approved by Ihe committee but the one most 
highly favored was the ferrosiUcon method* 
A number of plants w^erc constructed to use 
this process, but they have all encountered 
difficulties in production and the cost of pro- 
ducing magnesiium by this process is high. 

The ispecial Senate Committee Investigat- 
ing ihe National Defense Program, called 
the Truinan committee, calls attention in its 
report on magnesium to another method for 
obtaining magnesium from serpentine rock. 
1'hls process has been developed by the 
Idiiho-Marylanil Mines Corporation of Grass 
Valley, Calif., and thoroughly tested by the 
Twining Laboratories at Fresno, Calif. 

By reason of Its simplicity, ease of con- 
trol, abundance of serpentine, and produc- 
tion of valuable by-products [nickel and 
chrome) for which there is an almost un- 
limited market, Ihe process should have 
commanded immcfirate interest* The Twining 
Laboratories cstimalefl that the cost of pro- 
duction might be less than 10 cents a pound. 
This price is remarkable when compared with 
.205 cents which is the lowest price *so far 
available from any of the existing producers. 

De.^pile these advaniageous possibtUtie,s, 
the sponsors of the process bail flifficulty in 
creating interest* As early as April, 1942, 
the advantages of the process were called to 
the attention of the variou.s government 
agencies. But the process defied certain 
scientific concepts which hud been accepted 
up to that time and for this reason the 
National Academy committee did not give 
it any c<msideration, according to the record. 

The comment of the Truman committee 
concerning this matter is pertinent* ".Any 
process contemjdating the production of 
magnesium at HI cents per pound, spun sorted
